PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 5.—A_ terrific 
explosion of illuminating gas in the sub- 
way of the Philadelphia Rapid Transit 
Co. umder construction at Sixth and 
Market streets today, resulted in the 
death of six men, the injuring of a doz- 
en others and caused property .damage 
that will run into thousands of dollars. 

Besides the seven men that are known 
to be dead, it is said that at least ‘three 
others are buried under tons of earth 
in the wrecked subway. Extraordinary 
efforts are being made to clear the ex- 
cavation, but it will be late in the day 


before this can be done. 


The explosion occurred. shortly before 
7 oe’clock and in consequence of the 
early hour but a few workmen had 
gathered. The explosion was caused by 
a leak in a city gas main that had 
been improperly repaired last night. 
The escaping gas formed in a pocket in 
the subway and it is believed that a 
workman carrying a lamp into the 
great hole ignited the, gas. 

The corner of Sixth and Market 
atreets is one of the busy sections of 
the ality, but there was, fortunately, lit- 
tle traffic there when the explosion oc- 


ourred. About a dozen workmen were 


gathered near a large derrick and five 
men are believed to have been in the 


subway. 
Subway Is Wrecked. 


The force of the explosion wrecked 
the subway for half a block and all 
the heavy timbering and other struct- 
ural work. including tons of earth, fell 
into the excavation. A heavy rain dur- 


ing the night had slightly weakened thie 
wails of the excavation, and added to 


damage. 

Just as the gas blew up, a double 
team dirt cart was being driven di- 
rectly across the covered subway by a 
driver of the Millard Construction o., 
which is building the subway. The 
vehicle, horses, and man were biown 

in the air, and the horses and cart 
f into the hole. The driver landed in 
the street, and was only slightly hurt. 
Several workmen, who were standing 
near the derrick, were blown across the 
street and either killed or injured, and a 
number of pedestrians were hurt by 
falli giass and signs from the tall 
bulldings on both sides of Market and 
Sixth streets. | 

Those portions of the subwa, (‘hat 
were not covered with dirt, burst into 
flames, and for a time no person dared 
venture near the Fin for fear of fur- 
ther explosions. Firemen were quickly 
on the spot, but water was of little use 
owt to the fact that the flames were 
shouting from dozens of gas pipes and a 
large main. Dirt was then resorted 
to, in the course of a couple of 
hours all the. flames had been extin- 
auished except those from the large 
main. This wae not put out until near!) 
ten o'clock, and only after a hole had 
been dug in the street near the subwa) 
and the main peaeres up. 

As soon as the fire had been 
guished and all danger of a further ex- 
plosion had passed, hundreds of 
were put to work clearing out 
wrecked subway.

Tne 14 firemen who were injured in a 
second explosion of gas in the base- 
ment of the building at 123 North Main 
street, were reported Friday to be out 
of danger. They were burned while try- 
ing to find and rescue Willlam Leahy, a 
printer, of 1424A Francis street, who 


«xplosion, }which set fire to the build- 
ing and who later died from inhaiing 
tue gas. Though the faces of eight oi 
the firemen are masses of blisters ex- 
tending down over the neck, none is 
thought to be seriously hurt. All were 
painfully burned, however. 

The fire is thought to have been 
caused by an explosion of gas from ben- 
zie which was contained in more than 
one hundred barrels of shoe glue stored 
in the basement by the Remmler Trans- 
fer Co. Leahy called on Louis Remmler 
Thursday evening in regard to a con- 
tract and later asked permission to see 
the hasement. He carried a lantern 
and the blaze ignited the gas when he 
reached the rear of the cellar. 

Remmiler was descending the cellar 
Stairs when the explosion occurred. Hé 
was painfully burned and was removed 
in a carriage to his home at 715 Short 
Street, East St. Louis, after giving the 
alarm. 

Firemen Caught in Blast. 

Patrolman McCormack, one of 
first to reach the fire, says the fireman 


had been at work for some time and 
had the fire about extinguished before 
Remmler, who was asked by the police- 
man how he was burned, told him that 
Leahy was still in the cellar. Chie! 
Swingley was at once notified and he 
sent firemen to the rescue. Fourteen 
nien hurried into the ~smoke-filled cel- 
lar and began groping about for Leahy, 
when someone carried a second lantern 
into the place. 

All the men were in the rear of the 
céllar. 
water, On which a scum of oil could 
be seen in the flickering light of the 
lantern. There was a sudden explo- 
Sion and the entire basement was 
filled with flame in a moment, while 
a. blast of fire raced across the water 
towards the imprisoned firemen. Thev 
tried to escape by the back stairs. The 
door was fast. They crawled and 
groped through the smoke towards 
the gratings in front, through which 
they had entered from the sidewalk. 

They all tell the same story of pull- 
ing down their hats to save their 
eyes; wf bending low and crawling 
along the floor, following hose lines 
to keep their direction and fighting 
for breath in the stifling fumes. 

As they crawled through the grat- 
ings they were sent to the Dispen- 
sary in the automobiles of Chief 
Swingley and Chief Glanville of the 
Salvage Corps, and ina patrol wagon. 

Alive When Rescued. 

The second fire was quickly extin- 
Sulshed and Leahy was found and 
brought out by Firemen O Donnell, 
Klein, Haustetter and Frain.

terstate commerce law by granting a 
rate reduction of 17 _ per 
the St. Louig Transfer Co., 
lawyers say constitutes a 
ony, was developed Friday during the 
testimony of. George Hendricks, treas- 
urer and cashier of the Wiggins Ferry 
Co., before Special Commissioner Rom- 
bauer, who is hearing evidence in the 
Government’s injunction suit against 
the Terminal monopoly. 
. the testimony oft nendricks is re- 
garaoed as the most important yet 
brought out by the Government in its 
case against the Terminal. 

He testified that the St. Louis Trans- 
fer Co. has a contract with the Wiggins 
Ferry Co. by which it geis a rate 17 per 
cent lower than that allowed to other 
companies and to individuals. 

B. C. Crow, of counsel for the Govern- 
ment, stated after the adjournment, of 
the hearing, that the testimony given 
by Hendricks clearly established the 
fact that the Terminal Association, 
through its subsidiary concern, has 
been violating the interstate commerce 
law, and that the offense constitutes a 
felony. 

Contract Made in 1881. 

“ Hendricks said the contract between 
the two companies has been in existence 
since hie connection with the Wiggins 
Ferry begen in 1881. Attorney Crow 
said. that his information was that the 
rebating began in 1883, and has con- 
tinued witlrout interruption to the pres- 
ent time 

The 17 per cént rebate, according to 
the .Government’s theory of the case, 
shows plainly why the St. Louis Trans- 
fer Co. can haul goods across the river 
at lower rates than their competitors. 

The witness said that practically all 
.of the business of the St. Louis Trans- 
er Co. between St. Louis and East 
St. Louis is done over the Wiggins fer- 


_ fles. Monthly settlements are made by 


the transfer company. 

The amended interstate commerce law 
provides a penalty of from $1000 to $20,- 
000 and a term not exceeding two years 
in the Penitentiary for ‘any officer, di- 
reetor or employe of any common car- 
rier engaged in interstate commerce who 
shall offer, grant, give or solicit. ac- 
ceptor reereive any rebate, concession 
or. discrimination In respect to trans- 
portation of any property in interstate 
territory.

He 
testified that he bought goods at whole-~- 
sale fn St. Louis and had part of his 
shipments made by way of the Mer- 
chants’ Termina] Hallway. A. J. Kahle, 
another Granite City merchant, testi- 
fied along the samé lines. He said that 
practically all of his shipments were 
made over the Terminal lines. 

Both merchants testified that the 
freight rate was 5 cents per 100 pounds, 
Expense billg isgued to the merchants 
were offered in evidence by the Gov- 
ernment.

MYSTERY OF VIADUOT 








Victim of Cincinnati Street 
Tragedy Had No Social or 
Business Enemies.

CINCINNATI, Oct. 6—More than 
two weeks of searching and siudy by 
the police department hag not solved the 
mystery of the murder of George Mc-

to her home at 2385 Wilder street, from 
the Ninth Street Baptist Church, where 
both had attended an evening service.

THE LINE OF DUTY: 

At the recent fire on Main and Market streets, 
the “crowd cheered” when two St. Louis firemen 
descended the fire ladders from the upper story 
of the burning building, bringing down a man who 
had been overcome by smoke. There was nothing 
extraordinary about it, however. It was one of the 
commonplaces of the line of duty. 

In New York last week the wearer of » medal 
for bravery who had also collected cash bonuses 
paid to reward heroism, was charged with “faking” 
his heroic rescue. It is also charged later that 
whether or not he paid a man to falf into the river, 
to be pulled out, such things have been done re- 
peatedly in the pursuit of metals, honors and 
bonuses intended to make heroism professional. 

Against such revelations we have still remaining 
the commonplaces of the line of duty, the acts 
which “come natural” to men who are not putting 
on the pretense of heroism, who are not training 
for medals, bonuses or anything else except the line 
of duty. 

Such men have always appeared in the St. Louis 
Fire Department in every emergency. But they 
are not.confined to it. They appear everywhere, 
as men follow the line of duty, without making a 
spectacle of doing it or putting themselves on. exht- 
bition after having done it. 

Medal wearers may deserve their distinction or 
they may not. No doubt they do as a rule. But 
the real thing, the thing that counts, is the work of 
the line of duty, done by men who make its best 
results commonplace and leave them so.

UNITY WITHOUT MONOPOLY. 
Under the Missouri constitution there is legally 
no “terminal question” in St. Louis. The principles 


with an: established system of terminals, the mos 
“enormous growth of .business” will still find the 
terminal system open for every new railroad, for 
every additional ton of freight. Its general prin- 
ciple is that a terminal railway track or any other 
railway track, is subject to use and control as a 
part of the State and municipal system of public 
highways. ; 

It fully respects private investment, however. 
The system established under it would be open to 
all new roads and all new business, on the payment 
of the fair use price, lawfully decided, with all re- 
spect for original investments and their right to 
fair profits. 

This system would respect every right except 
the right to monopoly. It has never yet been put 
in force. Singularly enough, it seems to meet the 
ideal of unity and elasticity for which Mr. Joseph 
Ramsey Jr. argued on the witness stand in the Ter- 
minal ouster proceedings. 

Mr. Ramsey recognized the enormous growth of 
St. Louis business as beyond the growth of ter- 
minals, He opposed monopoly. He pleaded for unity 
of system. S 

This is what St. Louis wants more than any- 
thing else. It is what the principles of the highest 
law of the State assure it, They provide for unity 
of system without monopoly. What we have had is 
monopoly without unity.

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A TIMELY APOLOGY. 

A well-timed apology made by Fourth Assistant 
Postmaster-General De Graw to the National Con- 
vention: of Pestmasters in session in St. Louis may 
have removed the grievances he takes it for grant- 
ed most of them or all of them had against him as 
the man who is supposed to furnish them with 
necessary office supplies. 

If the supplies are not to be had, the impossibil- 
ity of filling requisitions for them is apology enough 
as far as the postmasters are concerned.

" PALLING LEAVES | 





HEN the storm clouds gather 
W behind the brown autumnal 
woods and cold winds begin to 
blow, then the bright leaves come drift- 
ing down in fluttering, fagt-thickening 
showers until it almost seems as if the 
wind were the active agent and actually 
tore the leaves from the trees. This, of 
course, is not the case. The leaf-fall 
only becomes possible after a long pre- 
paration on the part of the tree, which 
forms a peculiar layer of cells in each 
leaf stem called the cleavage plate. 
This cleavage plate, or separation lay- 
er, consists of a section of loosely at- 
tached, thin-walled cells with a few 
strands of stronger woody fiber in 
among them; so, in the early autumn, 
although the leaves appear as firmly 
Attached as ever before, they are really 
only held on the tree by these few 
woody strands and the outer brittle 
skin or epidermis of the stem.

Mang Wescendants to Attend 
Unveiling in Honor of Rela- 
| tive of 1723.

NEW KORK, Oct. 5.—‘In memory of 
Johann Peter Rockefeller, who came 
from Gerpmany about the year 1723, died 
in 1753. |He gave this land for a burial 
place for his family, its descendants and 
his neighbors. This monument erected 
in the year 1906 by John Davison Rock- 
efeller, a direct descendant.’’ 

Such is the inscription on a monument 
which will be unvetled today * in the 
presence of many members of the Rock- 
efeller family from over the country. 





The shalt rears itself in the cemetery 


of the old German church at Larison’s 
Corner, five miles out of Flemington, 
WN. J. Good old Johann Peter was the 
great-great-grandfather of John OD. 
» Rockefeller, who put up the monument. 
| Johann Peter Wag a pillar in the Ger- 
man church; he was naturalized In 1750 
and acqhired 275 acres of land in Crom- 
well Township, Hunterdon County, N. 
J., but she never struck oil on them. 
However, John D. Rockefeller reveres 
his-memory; if he had not come to this 
country the Standard Oil Co. might 
never have been. 

The second reunion of the. Rockefel- 
ler family began in the Flemington 
Courthouse vesterday. Rockefellers were 
there in such numbers that one of them 
said: “If John D. should give $100,000 
1o each of his cousins he would have 
only a few hundred millions left.’’ 

David Rockefeller of Philadelphia 
preskied at the meeting, where many 
papers were read tracing the Rockefel-

Agency a year ago, has been begun in 
the Supreme Court by the McClure 
Adjustment Co. against some of the 
wealthiest and most prominent busi- 
ness men in this country and Canada, 
and also against: Thomas N. McCau- 
ley, the Canadian who organized the 
corporation. Every one of the de- 
fendants was a, director of the agency 
and it is alleged by the McCinre com- 
pany that each conspired with Me- 
Cauley, who fled the country soon aft- 
er the crash. to sell to the investing 
public its.stock, which they knew to 
be worthless. 

The individual fortunes of the 
wealthy defendants are. rated at from 
$1,000,000 to $7,000,000. Henry_ K. 
Pomeroy, president of the New York 
Stock Exchange, and Milo M. Beld- 
ing, the silk importer, lead among the 
local millionaires; and then come 5. 
K’. McKinnon. a merchant, of Toronto; 
Robert McKay, a $7,000,000 capitalist 
of Montreal: John McFarlane, 
wholesale paper manufacturer 
Montreal: George’ W. Sadler 
James Robinson of Montreal, W. K. 
George of Toronto, Leroy W. Balfwin, 
M. M. Belding Jr.. Duncan D. Parkly 
and Charles A. Henderson of New 
York, Edward L. Gould of Brantford, 
John Flett and W. K. George of To- 
ronto, and Delos P. Phelps of Chicago.

If any voter in the Eleventh Con- 
Sressional District failed to acquire a 
thorough knowiedge of the Wiison bill, 
the McKiniey bili, the Dingley bill and 
Other high protective tariff measures 
which have been the subject of poltica) 
controversy since the day the American 
Republic was founded, it will noi be the 
fault ot George T. Neville, Democratie 
congressional candidate, and Henry S. 
Cauifield, Kepubican nominee, who met 
fer the second time in debate Thursday 
night at Social Turner Hall, Thirteenth 
and Monrve streets. Neg 

The two are well supplied with sta- 

tistics, dealing with the cost of. every- 
thing from a keg of nails to a battie- 
ship. 
' Getting down to local conditions, they 
have decided that rents are higher in 
St. Louls now than formerly, but they 
do not agree on the cause. Neville as- 
serts that the high tariff is responsible 
for the increased cost of living. Caul- 
field declares that low prices always 
produce hard times. 

‘Socia} Turner Hall is in the LEight- 
eenth Ward, a Republican stronghold. 
It was not more than half filled for 
the debate. 


The attendance, not exceeding 700, en- 
couraged Neville’s friends to believe 
that the Republicans are apathetic, or 


that at least there is not great enthu-/] 


siasm among them. If Caulfield cannot 
draw a big crowd, he cannot get a 
big vote, the Neville men argue. But 
those who did venture to the meeting 
made up the enthusiasm. 

Ragtime Remarks Disturb. 

Bach candidate had a retinue of sup- 
who seized every opportunity 
to applaud. There were one or two 
outbreaks in the audience during the 
debate, and a man occupying a seat 
near the front was constantly interrupt- 
ing with silly and irrelevant remarks. 

cape d Studniczka presided. 

Capifield opened the debate by taking 
up Neville’s declaration in favor of tar- 
itf revision. He said that when the 
Democrats were in power at Washington 
they did nothing. 

“Grover Cleveland and a Democratic 
liouse and Senate controlled this Gov- 
ernment after the election of 1992, and 
what did they do?” asked Caulfie:d. 

“Nothing, absolutely eon But they 
did try to revise the tariff, and what 
happened? You all know what hap- 

ned; you know of the misery and des- 
olation that this legislation brought, 
and you remember how Grover Cleve- 
land and many Democrats throughout 
the country denounced the Democratic 
= one ae because of its betrayal of the 


Caulfield read excerpts from Demo- 
cratic newspapers criticising the Demo- 
cratic Congress at that time. 

He touched on the trusts, and said 

Democratic party had preached 
about anti-trust legislation, but had 
never fulfilled its promises. 


Roosevelt and Trusts. 


At this point somebody called out, 
“What trusts has Roosevelt busted?’ 

Quick as a flash Caulfield answered: 

“The Republican party has destroyed 
the Northern Securities Trust, the Drug 
Trust and the Paper Trust.’ 

“How about the Beef Trust?’’ queried 
another Democratic enthusiast. 

“The Government is prosecuting the 
Beef Trust, and it has already given us 


an inspection system that has accom- 


plished wonders. ‘We can’t do every- 
thing in a day. Give us time and the 
Republican party will root out every 
trust_in this land.”’ 

Neville gave the protective doctrine 
some hard jolts in his reply to Caulfield. 
His address was well prepared, con- 
tained a volume of facts gathered and 
showed thought and research. 

Neville won the plaudits of his Demo- 
cratic friends at the outset by directing 
attention to recent utterances of Presi- 
dent and members of his Cabinet in re- 
spect to tariff revision. 

In Iowa the issue of tariff revision 
was fought out, and the stand-patters, 
led by Secretary Shaw, were defeated, 
Neville argued. 

Tariff Revision Demanded. 

He declared that all over the land the 

cry went up for tariff revision. He cited 


statistics to show that the laboring men 
in unprotected industries were getting 
higher wages than those working under 
the protection of tariff. To refute the 
argument that labor waé better off under 
a tariff law than it had ever been be- 
fore, he asserted that child labor had 
increased in every city of the United 
States, 

He expressed himself as opposed re 
letting any boy or. girl under 14 years 
of age work in a factory. 

Neville said that the duty on hides 
should be taken off at once. If this 
was done, shoes could be sold at haif 
the price now charged, argued. He 
charged that the Beef Truet. controls 
the priee of leather. 

Can’t Touch Child Labor. 

Caulfield closed the debate in a 15- 
minute address. 

He ridiculed Neville’s reference to 
child labor and his platform advocating 
laws to abolish it. 

“Doesn't Mr. Neville know, doesn't 
every af bed in this audience know that 

ngress has no jurisdiction in the mat- 

ter of child labor or any other kind of 

labor?” said Caulfield, and the Repub- 
mare onnered Ys ldly. y.

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SHAW SHOWN’ LIFE 
SIZE IN PAINTING 


First Oil Portrait of Pioneer 
Made by Richard Miller of 
St. Louis, 


The first portrait in oil ever made of 
Henry Shaw has just been completed 
by Richard E. Miller, a-St. Louis artist, 
on commission from the Board of Trus- 
tees of the Missouri Botanical Garden. 

The only. other portrait of the St. 
Ifuis pioneer is the marble grave figure 
of his above his tomb in Shaw’s tar- 
den, which shows him stretched dcad 
at full length, the shroud felded hack 
from the upper body and the ieft hand 
outside the shroud clasping tenderly a 
half-blown rose. This portrait was 
nade by Baron Ferdinand von Muoller 
of Munich, who also tnade the statuos 
of Columbus, Shakspeare, Humboidt 
and others in ‘Tower Grove Park, which 
Mr. Shawyegave to the city. é' 

Miller never saw his subject alive as 

did Von Mueller. 
the grave figure, a small photograph 
and the recollections of the 
Committee of the Board of Trustees. 
E. Kaime, head of this committee, who 
knew Mr. Shaw well in life, pronounces 
the likeness perfect. The other mem- 
bers of the committee are Dr. John 
Green ,Leonard Matthews and John 
Shepley. 

The sainting shows Mr. Shaw stand- 
ing erect, life size. The costume is that 
of the late 60's. The old long frock 
coat, the baggy trousers, the gray 
gloves, supplying slight support for the 
old man, are aid to be characteris- 
tic. The face, florid and heavy lined 
with pleagant wrinkles, is fringed by 
plentiful snow-white hair and side | 
Saiaicars. 

Mr. Shaw is shown in his garden, with | 
a wall screened by twint:z plants be- 
hind him and a bank of potted fowers 
cose beside him. Except for these red 
fowers and the face, florid to ‘redness, 
the colors used are neutral. 

Miller, the artist, although only 3 
years old, has achieved

TWICE DEFIES DEATH. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
EASTON, Pa., Oct. 4.—William Apple 
of Allentown, a lineman in the employ 


of the Pennsylvania Telephone Co., had 
a doubly marvelous escape from death 
at Riegelsville. 

While he was working on a pole about 
3 feet from the ground, a telephone 
wire broke and fell on one of the high- 
tension wires of the Easton and Dayton 
Trolley Co. Over 500 volts were carried 
to the pole-hook upon which the young 
man stood, and the powerful current 
passed through his body. 

With a groan audible to the other line- 
men on near-by poles and on the ground, 
Apple lost his hold and fell headfore- 
most toward the ground. His body shot 
five feet through the air; then one of 
the leather straps with which his clim- 
ing spurs were fastened to his leg caught 
on a hook and held him. 

He hung in this perilous position for 
a minute or so; then succeeded in draw- 
ing himself up and regaining a standing 
position. .- 

Neither Apple nor any of the other 
linemen ventured through the mass of 
complex wires after the break occurred, 
because of the high tension wires. 

A rope was thrown to him, and he 
placed one end of it over a cross-arm, 
fastened it around his body, and was 
lowered to the ground. He was badly
